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The Aflent to the /Mount of Vijion. 

May 24.. 1698. 

5- T. A S I was recoRcfting, and carting up, in my mind 
the tabulated Stare of the Nazarite Flock, belong- 
^ ^ ing to the great Shepherd, 1 was put upon a fur- 
plicating Inquiry, how long the Time of this Cloudy day might 
jail? And it was Ecehocd in me: turn thine Eye into that 
Central light, which may make fome difcovery; by which 
the Redemption fliall appear to be drawing near. Then 
fuddenly tnere dclccndcd to my Internal feeing, from aa 
high and lofty Spbear, a M ttnuin moft Diaphanous, fo great 
and large as to cover one quarter of the Earth : And round 
about it were numbeclcfs little Hills, of a dark Opacous lub- 
ftance, and (Lo) there was a great Shaking and Trem* 
bling, as if they were to be moved out of their places. 

i. II. Then of a fudden came a Flaming Blaft out of this lof¬ 
ty Mountain, which enkindled fome ofthefc Hills, and from 
them ran circling about the reft, Which made a great crackling 
noife amongthetn: Then there was a Voidfc heard aswut of the 
Mountain: Thud a Confttmftton it determinated n;on the darlc 
dud dead Mold. Then were they changed into a pure white 
Earth, clear and transparent. And after this, did the Glori¬ 
fied Jefus ftand upon the top of this Mount, with innumer¬ 
able Attendants, and uttered a mighty Voice of Thunder, 
laying: Come , ic/tfld and fee. And rejoice, 0 ye Heaitis, in n ! J*e 
1 aw g»'»« to Create an Stir. Then immediately did there 
fpring up in the room of the little Hills, certain figurative Bo- 
dies, firft to the number Seven, and then (by the Multiplica¬ 
tion of thelcy to Seven times Seven. Then came there fc- 
«•' B vcral 
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voral rays of Light from the Glorious Body, Which did en¬ 
ter into thefc Figures; whereupon it was (aid, ihtlird frost 
Uc*vtn u no v httomt * qxtikmttg Spirit. By which they did 
(had up and move ana walk. 

$. III. Then defended the bright Body from the Moun¬ 
tain, and became their Leader, conducing rhem to cr<: fide 
of tliis Mountain, which had three Gates with Infcri[ oons 
on each of them, dire&ing the Inhabitants of the *V rrA, 
Edfi and W*ft, to'enter, that fliould flock hereunto. Then 
fevera) Perfoas appeared, tliat had pad through thisTranf- 
figuration, and fiery Tryai, being come out of great Tri- 
bulation, fomc of which were known to me in Spirit, and 
were linked together as fo many precious Radiant Stones, 
which the Lord did wear about him as his Girdle, and 
fo be entered into a Vaulted place within the Mountain, 
all compared like uato a City; Where a great Body of An¬ 
cients did meet, and Congratulate theft Comers:, and with 
the Angel Trumpeters, did give great Acclamations, and pre¬ 
pared Fcftival entertainments for them. Now the fame of 
this fo went out into all parts of the World, that there was 
a very great Flocking together, fomc out of good Will, Love 
and Zeal to get entrance here: others out of envy and deri¬ 
sion, to have difturbed this peaceable Region: upon which 
the mighty Lord and King of this City, raifed up a Flaming 
Wall for its defence,which many did attempt to break through, 
but none could, except filch as wero refined as Gold,, while 
/Others were finitten and driven back. 

f. IV. The [aferjpeioa upon this City was : 

For that Sdviomrt it was Paid wese to come forth hence. Who 
were led out by the mighty Pflnce and Saviour, and flood 
with him upon this Mountain of Pert^im. Then-were given 
Trumpets into the hands' of theft Saviours,, toe certain Num¬ 
ber, who yere firfl defigned to go facdi and to call ih the 
Nations fronubc North, aad £>/; and Wtft : Than was it

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queried by the PerG>n, to wheat this was revealed, whether 
Ibch Subordinate Saviours, under the great Saviour frould 
appear in this prefent Generation, upon which there was 
fhewn me a Square Golden Table, in the Hand of die great 
Hi"h Prieft, which did contain the Record of fo many Per- 
fon°s (as Radiant Stones fet in it; who were nominated here¬ 
unto. And it wa» enprcft that feme of thefe were to be raif- 
cd up before this Generation fhould pals away, and others 
in the fuccceding Generations- Moreover it wasTaid, there- 
nced to be no enquiry who they are, for they wiH be turnd 
into another Spirit, after the Similitude of thc,r Hc \ d J 
will be fufficiently roanifcftedin Pur.tyand Power. And the 
Principal characters of chefc, bxaufe of the dtceivaWcnefs of 
the Times, will be the 7 flaming Eyes, which fh all pierce 
fo deep as to fee through all Rife comings.- and to make

Then 
it was QuerietU. Whether this might not be a place for Spi¬ 
rits dotted out of their grofs Bodies?

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Eternal new A<Um, that this was prepared for the 
Inhabitants, as yet bearing Corporeal Figures, but perfc&ly 
refin’d in Spirit and Mind, for as there is a PtrUi/e in the 
Higher Spbear of the Heavens, fo there is in this lower that 
anlwers to it in a Myftical and Spiritual manner: where the 
offspring of a new Generation flial] multiolv. herein from the 


which flia.ll make vaftly todiffer from the old AiLmtnd £t/e’s

}• Furthermore, the Angel of the id. Gate, was com* 
r ° givea call, tothoft who had a defire to be made 
skill ui in theTheolophical Science, and to beexercifed in the 
divine Magia: This was nominated to be the Principle of 
the divine Sophia, who uttered her Yoiceand gave an Invi- 
faticn to attend upon her Difciplioe and Counlel, and as ma¬ 
ny as She fhould find willing and obedient they fhould pof- 
fefs theTreafures of her Land, and thereby fhould become 
Stewards to dilpcnfc out of that Stock and Store. Then 
through a PerfpeQive Glafs, were fbewn me fomc Perfons 
that did willingly comply, and offer themftlves to this No¬ 
ble and Worthy Employ. Someofthera /"as PrincipalSrones) 
were made known tome: To whom She did firft give Rules 
of Faith, as the Foundation they were to build upon, that 
io whatever they fet their hands to, whether it were in in¬ 
ward or in outward Nature, accordingly as they fbould hit 
the Mark, by the Arrow of Faith, fo the work fhould be per¬ 
fectly confummated. Motives were multiplyed abundant¬ 
ly to thole Magical Children; as that hereby they would re¬ 
-cover the Ion nradifical dominion, and ail the Properties and 
Immunities, that would fet free the Imbondved Captivity. 
A call there is fo# this, to all that can make their eftjfo out 
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of the Worldly Principle, and can pafs through th 
Wall. Here the gloriouaLord will his Banner of 
Strength fpread over them; and all forts of ProviGon ftrall 
nteet them Plentifully: their cloathing (hallbe Munition- 
^rength of everlafting Righteoufnefs. 

|. VII. Now further there was a Trumpet. Cry to the A- 
dept Philofophers, that have lain in oblcurity in outward 
Nature, and are (hut up in it, as having no vent to Ibcw forth 
the Wonder* ofthe Creator. To you this Meffagc and Call 
goes forth from the divine Impartial Wifdom, that you 
make no longer delay, nor halts in your way: For know the 
time and fealon is come in which you are to he made manifefl, 
and join’d to thole who are internally raught the Thcofo* 
phical Art. For the Tree of Faith huh fpread forth its Bran¬ 
ches, and is ready to caft its Fruit, and doth invite you there¬ 
of to come and Eat: And as divine Artifts, fuels a Compo- 
fition make of the Leaves thereof, as may be for Medicine 
and Healing, to all that Obnoxious to Corruption doth lie. 

4 . VIII. Thelaft Cate of this fide of the Mountain, was 
the JpojlolstAl Gate, which opens into that Centre, where 
the Holy Ghoft will reft upon Gjchas arefileded and Chof- 
cn hereunto ; that fhall revive the Ancient Miraculous Pow¬ 
ers, in fitch wife as they lhall not be Traofient, but go for¬ 
ward on to Fixation and perpetual Duration, 

IX. Now the third fide of the Mount that lay Eaft- 
ward, was alfo dsferibed to me by the Guardian Angel chat- 
kept the 3 Gates ; that each Gate gave entrance into three 
feveral Courts. The Firfr was to be filled with Prophets and 
Propheceffcs, that were difeipiin'd and train’d up there, by tbe 
great Head Prophet Chrift Jcfus. Who was accompanied 
with all the Aniicnt Prophets, as with Mofcs and Samuel, E- 
liad and all that were from the Foundation of the World, to 
Chrift’stime. -Who took a Goldeo Horn and poured forth 
a Rich OHy Spikenard upon their Heads, that ran down to 
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•the Skirts of their Garments; of which it was LaidI ; Thefc 
“ are the Anointed of the Lord, that fhall bear \\ .tnefs and 
“Declare what is to be made tnamfeft throughout all the 
*« approaching Ages of Time, which relate to the Kingdom 

“of the £aww*a*/. . . , r . 

( x. The Steni Court opened : and thereinto delcond- 

ed'the great MtUbiuiuk, with his holy Order, Conftitu- 
tins and Ordaining a certain Number to enter upon this Ho¬ 
ly Prieftly Profcffiotf; that were Dedicated, Contecratcd, In¬ 
augurated, and nude Matters of this New erefled Sanita¬ 
ry, and mod holy pUop : Where the Eflcnt.al Furniture rn« 
the patterns only, bat the very Heavenly things themfelreaj 
did here open: and the Prieftly interceflions did attend up 
in a moft Harmonious Celebration of Joyful Acclamations 
paffing through the high Order, of the great Mtlch'ztd'tk- 
Priefthood: Whofe Miniftratioa from Petition was turnd 
Kilo a new Language of 7 riumph and Prailcs* 

s- XL The Account given of the third Court was this. The 
Thrones out of the Heavens defeended here, tad the King of 
Kings, and in the Splendor of bis Maicfty with numerous Spi¬ 
rits that Crowned were to fill that Court with Princely Pow¬ 
ers, that were taken out of the two mention d Courts, and 
certain Numbers out of the two other fides of tie Moun¬ 
tains were taken out and Crown’d, and received Power and 
Dominion to Reign with Chrift upon the Earth. Thus mall 
the Kingdom of God in his Saints come to be inadeManifcft, 
and Eftablifhed, fo as to overtop all the Kingdoms of the 
Haith. And this came as an Excitement to wait and Believe 
and be found in all readinefs for the Confummation of this 

Prophecy. . ,. , . 

*. XII. On the Fourth fide of the Mountain, which la y 
Weft ward, was the great Secrets of the Deceafed, tbc vari¬ 
ous Regions that they were lodged in, and the Glorious Man¬ 
sions (bat did appertain tofuch as departed in a high degree 
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of PcrfcOion; with all the great Wonders of the great Weight 
and Glories of Eternity. It was told me, all of this was to 
be concealed yet, and fbut up from the Knowledge of the 
prd-'.nt Age of Time: And was but only peculiar to force 
that fhould Have a Light, and difeovery of ilicfc Marvelous 
things, a 1 , *hey were capable to takeshem in; Standing in the 
Paflive mccknds, and pore Faith-expedition for the ;=ccom- 
plH>ment of aH what has been here declared: For the time 
uu'. be nearer, or further olf. as we Tee the gathering into 
theft Holy Courts nry bc.-lo haftentheo we may she file fled 
approach of this Riling hlifsful Day, asio the Golden knot of 
Love we tycd and knit together are. Amt*.

«. Xin. nTHis great Myftery and Secret, of the various 
• degrees rne Dcceafed, and feperated Souls, 
which opened on the fourth fidcof the Mountain, being per¬ 
mitted me ro difdofc to the Worthy and Believing, that d^ 
fircl to havefo much of the Counfel of God made known, as 
Eas been revealed herein, to fuch as are weaned from the Mo¬ 
thers Breaft of Tradition; even to them, it is given forth to 
know, what is referved for the latter Ages ol time. Now 
there were fhewn to tnc feven States or Regions which were 

allotted to the Dead. . . _ . r , 

i. XIV. The firft Order I (hall mention, is of thole that 
have Lived and Died in a mod Wicked and Diabolical Spirit, 
without any Change or Repentance: Such as FJafphcmers, 
Contemners of God, Apoftates, &c. Thefe have their places 
in the Tormenting, 4 Anguifhing Fire, of the dark Luctfenan 
Kingdom, where they are to be Punifhed till the decreed Ages 
of Ages are expired, within thole Sphears or Circles : Which 
is dreadful enough to endure, to fright all from coming here, 
s, XV. Tiickcoadis of thole, that have lived in the out¬ 
ward

■ward Birth after the Plefb , bat known nothing of being Born 
again from dui of the Dead and Earthly Image: Cleaving 
to this Worldly Principle, and extend their delight and love, 
no farther than to what is Temporary, living wholly as with¬ 
out Godin the World: Thcle have their places in the lower 
and grofTcr part of the Airy Region. Where tho’they have 
not much Torment, yet on the other hand they have but 
Iitcle reft; and luch lovers they are of their Bodies that ma¬ 
ny of them vide their dead Corps, and abide fometime with 
them, as finding more cafe there than in that other place 
alotted them. 

{. XVI. Now a third fort are ofthat Rank and Order, that 
have been believing in God and Chrift, and under Convt&ion 
of their laft State without him, and who have made fome 
progrefs IrTthc Heavenly Warfare: Having gone fo far asto 
live a Sober Rtiiaxtl Life, but have come lnort of that more 
inward and Spiritual work of Reaa&tion, not having reacht 
to Mortification and fclf Abnegation, but dying much fhort 
of it. Yet their Manfien is more pleafant, being in the up¬ 
per part of the Airy Region, annexed to Ptrulife : Where 
they want not for Motives and Stirrings up to go on, and 
recover what they omitted and loft, while living in the 
Body. 

«.* XVII. As thtfc Centers were opened and paft before 
me, it was much upoa me to be informed out of that depth 
of the Eternal Wildom, that here opened it fclf, what be¬ 
came of all the Children that died, either in Infancy or Mi¬ 
nority. Then the Vifion open’d, (hewing me a very plea¬ 
sant Flowery and delightful Sphcar,with a wonderful bright 
Light, that covered it as a Firmament, and the word laid 
this is the Childrens Sphcar and Kingdom. It appeared like 
a little World fill’d up with them, from the Womb, to the 
Stature of about is Years. This was inferiour to P*r*difc, 
trtTt was appropriated to Wtfdem; to be under her Govern¬ 
ment 
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fflent and Dominion, who appointed here fcveral miniftrina 
Angels to Difciplinc, and Educate them, in the Faith of Jet- 
us: For being ftained with original Sin, they were to be¬ 
lieve in, and receive the Lamb of God as thetr Redeemer: 
And fo, by Union with him, they become Virgins without 
Spot orBlemifb. Hereby it was laid rhar YVifdotn did make 
out her felf, io the Fathers new-created Wonder?, h thefe 
Children being traofpUnted out from the Earthly, into (be 
Divine and Spiritual Orb of Light. 

$. XV11L Now the Three other Region?, (to wit, Part- 
dift i Afonni-Siom, and the New Jerusalem) 1 have already 
givea an account of ia the Book of the Eight Worldi. 1 
mud pronounce, Happy and Bleflcd arc they, that dye fo 
fitly qualified, as immediately to pafs through all thefe be- 
fore-mention’d Regions, that none of them may detain them, 
but that fas an ArrowJ fwiftly they may fly into this more 
high degree of the Paradifical Sphear, for they fhall not 
long reft here, before their Alcenfion dull be; where they 
fhall fee the King of Meant Sion , ftrctchiog out the Golden 
Ccrrd, that (bill draw them up to fit with him upon his 
Throne, which he has prepared for them; and fo to rife from 
one Glory ro another, till in the fullnefs of the Pa then Glo¬ 
ry, Cbrift (ball icrftall them, jointly with himfelf. The ever- 
lafting Gates of the Ntw Jtrttpdtm here open, aod wide do 
ftand: Which properly does belong to the high and lofty 
Majefty, as bis Principal Seat or Manfion-houfe. Which he 
will in the concluding part of all Scenes make to delcend, to 
fill the whole Creation, with the Splendor of it's Glory: 
Even fo, Amen. 

XIX. But for camion, let noaethiak they can reach to 
thefe two laft degrees, at the palling out of the Body, but 
as Chrift imthem (ball come to be grown upin a perfcfr Su¬ 
ture, covering them all over with his divine Nature. Which 
we hope and believe, may be wxoughc out efleftually by 
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tbe fame Power that pave a Refurrettion to Tits dead Body, 
and an Afcention to Glorification : inrhc Faith of which we 
wail and pray v for this perfcft Day.

$ XX. T was Confidering and Recollefting with my felf the 
1 manifold Myfteiie*, that among the Dead lay 
yet hid, which in thefe Age* part were to be concealed 
and flint op: but as the nearer approach is of the finilbing 
of the fuloefs of Redemption, the Word of the Eternal 
Wifdora has been pleas'd to make known, what is beyond 
theprefent belief of the World: but to the Impartial feekerr, 
and Worthy inquirers the ftcrets that appertain to the 
States of feperated Souls, may be communicated. 

V XXI. In the fitft place we are to confider how thefe 
three Ranks of fuch as have departed this World, fhort of 
Redemption, (hall come to recover the Regeneration or Re-, 
nuining part of the Work, which they might poflibly have 
attaiicd in this Life* for which tnd the Mediatorfhip of 
Chrift was efhb'ifht by the Father, and continued in the 
MtUhiudtckrOt&cx. And as Souls are daily Dying in this 
itnperfeft State, fo Chrift is d»'lj reoewiog the Efficacy of 
his Blood, that muft flillattone for them- It is alfo further 
made oanifcft, that tbe great Saints that are made K'.pg* and 
Priefts, as they have Thrones, fo they have Scats of Judg¬ 
ment, and are alfo made Saviours with their high Prince and 
Saviour, bciig of the fame Merciful, and meek Nature, ns 
joined aod made one Spirit with bin). Aadtbcnr inteiccflion 
with him, is of acceptation and efficacy, for tht?ft jhei^ &J- 
low Members that have Ujfd behind, and loft ,their tiqur, 
either in ibis Life or in other Centres : So charts laid for a 
Foundation-truth that tbe great Saints may help the left, 

whe- 
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whether la the higher World or the lower. Now at it was 
queried in my (elf, fo it may be by other* how thofe that 
arc departed, (hall be brought to Repent and believe in ChriO 
for Salvation ? It war here (hewn to me that there were Ther* 
Prophets, Paftorsand Teachers, that did exercise their Fun¬ 
ction and Office, as well as in thefe Regions below. For it 
is well to be underftood, that this Converting and Rege¬ 
nerating work is to go forward on, rill that which is per* 
fc& do fo enter into every Member, that they come to be in 
Congmity with their petfeft Head : who tnufi fee the full 
Fruit of rhe Travail of his Soul, throughout the whole Cre¬ 
ation. For Chrift the Head does not accouor htmTcIf perfedf, 
till every Member be co-joined with him. Therefore alfo 
the high Saiats do Sympathize with the groaning Creation, 
becaufe till all are brought in, their Joy cannot be full. If 
it be asked. What Scripture is there for this? I recommend the 
fame that was open’d to me from the Rtvtltlfont, Chap. 5, 
8. Where the 34 Elders were in Office to receive the Gol¬ 
den Vials of the Prayer* of the Saints, and to pour them 
before the Throne. Whereby it is itnplyed that the Prayers 
of the Saiats, of a letter degree may pals through them that 
are of a higher. Then another Scripture I (hall fuperadd, is 
that, 1 cor. 15.29. Where you find the Living, did enter 
into the Covenant of Baptiim for the Dead; as being capa¬ 
ble of helping them forward ia their Procefi to Chntt, by 
Concurrence and Union of Spirits with them. And had we 
more of this Concurrence of Spirits one with anothet, the 
Kingdom of our Lord had not been fo long detained and 
kept back; but a quicker difparch might have been made, 
but we are in hopes that as the day-Star (hall more ITaiver- 
fiilly arifein Hearts, this Light (ball fo fpread it fell; as that 
the knowledge of thefe great Myfteries (hall find more kind 
entertainment ia the World, that lyes Buried ia fo muchlg* 
nornnee and Oaikneis. Then there will be le($ to do in rhofe 
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other Region*, becaufe thetc will not fo many dye in an im- 
pe T fe& State, and the Kingdom of Satan will be weakened 
and diminilht thereby, who (hill not be able to hold his Do¬ 
minion, either in the iavifible dark Sphearor the vifiblc Prin¬ 
ciple. I (hall now conclude thii Point with thii Acclama¬ 
tion, Rejoice ye Heavens and (bout ye lower parts of the 
Earth, for the Lord Cod Omnipotent is about to do Marve¬ 
lous things, which (hall be feenand admired by fuch as do 
long for, and Love hts Appearance : Which approaching is 
ftill nearer and nearer. Even focotne: Come, O Lord,in thy 
Kingdom, Power, and Glory ; Amen .

XXII. TI was further difeovered that the Elders before 
|_ the Throne, did receive Commiflioo from the 
Suprcam King and Lord, as being his mod near Privy Coun- 
fePers, for to put into Office and Government, fuch in the 
upper Worlds as might be as the Nobles aod Principa¬ 
lities of high degree, in the Heavenly Court, thefe had 
Power and Command given them, to govern and manage 
the Affails of the lower Regions of the Dcccafed, who had 
reference to them on all occafions. For thefe matters are 
tranfafted and agitated in various in a noers, unkaowo to Mor¬ 
tals, according to the manifold Wifdora that is underftood 
there. For the inacafeand bringing all into Subje&ion and 
Obedience, for the bringing in and perfecting of Chrift’s 
Kingdom There. For Chrift mult feeign »tH all in thole 
Centres be made to know his Superiority. Nay, the Extent 
of this Government of the Saints, reaches to the Binding 
aid Chaining up of Lucifer, and ihofe that are yet under his 
Jurifdi&ion. Otbcrwife they would make ftrange diftur- 
banccs and commotions, by invading of the Priviledgcs 
which arc above hit Spbear. This was made known tome, 

in 
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io order that I might underfland better what was the pur* 
pofe and defign of the great Jentfdlrm King, as to the put¬ 
ting of this lower World in:o a new Model of Government j 
beyond what hat b^tn Hnce Chrift's time. Hitherto the 
Diabolical Spirit and the Worldly Spirit, have had the Su¬ 
periority: but it has been fi^niHed to me that the time of 
this Reign of the Bead aod of the Dragon, is very near cipi- 
ring: When Chrift will bring down his Court, and all Power¬ 
ful Government, here upon Barth. And it (hall be managed 
by fuch as he (ball Depute, by impowering with his own 
Spirit, exprefsly by which he will aCt in them as if they 
flood in his very Pcifon. It was further propofed to me, 
that fome who are alive in this prefent Generation, fbould be 
Anointed and Seal’d with Power heie for, and taken into 
his fecret Couoftl. At firft a fmall known Number, bat 
which (hould dilate and iacreafe till they were Nomberlefs. 
Then was it pronounced in my Ears from the Heavens, BleC- 
fed are thofe that are the firff Fruits, that go forth tocnlightea 
and bear Rule over all the degenerated Plants, that are not 
yet ingrafted into the true Vine. 

0 . XXIII. Then was it queried in,me, fbtcaufe there was 
yet fo little appearance of this,) hop long it might be,before 
This would come to effe# ) The (oft (printing Word,repli¬ 
ed, that there was already 4 feed of Light (own, and an u- 
nited Golden Grain of Fath, which would alfuredly put 
.forth their Head*, that the time of the Lily may be known. 
One full Circle of a tboufand Years is already run our, and 
when the full point of the feveath Hundred Year (hall be fu- 
peradded to it, then the Thrones and Dominions here below 
(hall begin to bow and (loop to That Reign aod Kiagdom, 
which (hall ("by the Spirit in meek and Holy Souls) be let a- 
foot. For knowledge (hall have a wonderful encreafe, fo 
that the Princes and Kings of the garth (hall be taken bold of 
thereby, to promote the Reign of Chrift5 aod to throw their 
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Crowns at His Feet. And a Solomon t Heart fliall revive agafr, 
wheteby hand* will be put to Build up fuch a Temple, as 
(hill revet be made defolate. 

XXlV. As l was dill confidrring of this gteat Revolu 
tion how it {hould be brought about \ there was a Lamp de¬ 
fended from the feven Lamps before the Throne, and pat 
into the Hand of a certain Pcrfon, which did - at firft fight 
born but dimly. Then came the Angel of the Love, tnat 
poured in a Golden Oyl, that fent forth a mighty ftrong O- 
dour, which immediately made the Lamp burn with fuch a 
Blwi!, dropping Flakes of Light into the Oyl, that caufed 
many more Lamps to fpritig* which made a good parr of 
the Earth look as a bright Heaven. Then was it (aid to me. 
This (hill'be the fore-runner whereby the Foundation (hall 
be laid, for the bright Sun erf R ghteoufnefs to appear and 
fhine forth, in his Temple Body, which is his Spoufe and 
Bride j who (hall not want to be accomplifhed with all man¬ 
ner of Gifts and Powers, much more radiant and great than 
whatever yet has been known and declared. All this istr 
confirm the Vifton of the Mountain of Prrjs/ar, that open'd 
towards the four Corners of the Earth, and tho’ fomewhat 
was lor a time tobefhdiup from the Unworthy, yet as this 
BlelTcd day (hall approach nearer, permiOionis given to make 
the States of the Ucceafed intlie iavifible Regions morepub. 
lickly minded: For the Seals that are upon the Book of 
God’s wonders mull havetheirOay of breaking open. For 
rhete is a wakcfull time, in which thofe that lye in a dead 
Sleep, (hall hear the Thunder-cries that are now upon their 
tirtcrihg forth: which (hall magnifie the Powerful day of the 
Holy Gbofh The vifitaiion of which has been already known 
to lome. Which is a binding Law for fuch as have received 
of this Uoftion, to (land in a rcadiccfs all theft: Prophetical 
ftyingi Jo obey. From which, O Lord, let not any of thy 
atefted Stones herefrom Swerve. But that they may hold fm 
their Crown in him, who is the Yea and Amtn. Julj 
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'July 21. 1698. 

“ T - T Ere follows another Manifeftation givea forth, which 
“ Xj[ I did not appreheod at the Writing of the former 
“ that it would be fo fully and fuddenly open'd unto me. 
“ But an occafioo was given hereto by fome Queries of a 
“choice and e led Stone feat to me concerning the fwa!!ox- 
“ing up of Mortality in Immortality : Whether or no fuch 
“ a time might not be expected, wherein this vjle Body might 
“know a Tran llation even in this Life ? 

XXV. Which gave me occafion to introvert and Gnk 
into the deep Centre of Wiflorn, where I met with various 
Difcoverie* hereupon, from rhat Intelligence that appeared to 
roe in the Figure of a white and bright Dove, having three 
Eyes, from each of which went forth fparkling Flames. They 
were placed one on the Bread, and one under each Wing. Im- 
mediately this Word was given out, Behold here is the triune 
Eyej Denominated from the Father, with the Eternal Wif* 
dom, and the Sou concurring in the Holy Spirit. In whom 
has been treafured up what is now to be opra’d and re-, 
vealed, concerning the great things that ate to be brought 
forth in this latter Age of the World. For io whatever Heat 
atrd Mind this holy Dove fhalUiod entrance and reception, 

I k (hall be as the Heavenly Court and Council wherein 
she divine Wifdor& Octfl unfold the gtrateft of Secrets, as 
upon the day approeebiqg beieunto they (hall be expedient 
tobeknown. There (was a Paophecy run through tre io this

(j. XXVI. The beginning and method of which was thus 
phtform'dout totqe, as in the Mount wasfeen iothc threefold 
Court there f in Perfons fo iadued and qualified to be Pro¬ 
phets, Priefls, aad Kings) rvhicb are to be laid as the Founda¬ 
tion of that ever Springing Creation, that are boro into a 
State of Eternal Generation. Thcfe Ihall know length of 
Daysyas it was in the Patriarch} before the Flood, even to Me- 
thufulab'i Year*. This good old Golden Age will prefage that 
Chrijl has fet bit Foot to Reign upon the Earth ia his Spirit, 
made manifeft in his Temple-Body, whom he ba* efpoufed 
to himfelfashis Bride. Who will rife and Ihine in her Or¬ 
namental Gifts and Powers, Cloathed with that flaming 
Robe that the Moth 6f Corruption cannot eat out. 

XXVII. So in anfwer to the Query made by that worthy 
Perfon, the fwallowing up of the outward Body, into an 
immortal Figure of Glory for cooftaotmaoifeftatioo and du¬ 
ration ( do oot expeft to fee, till the Lord of Glory him- 
felf (hall appear) then fuch as are alive atthat day (nail be 
transfigured inftaotly, and be made like him, for they (hail 
lee him as he is. Not but that there may be upon fome ex¬ 
traordinary occafion, a Transfiguration for to give a proof of 
the verity and poflibility of it, as in the cafe ofChrlft hitn- 
felf, but this only traofieat. And further we are to note, 
according as has been feen in the clear Glafs of divine Se¬ 
crets) that fuch of the long-lived Stones as (hall reach to the 
Patriarchal Ages, will be found in a more fit capacity totran-

§. XXXI. Now if it be inquired where this Reign of Chrift, 
in fuch choice Spirits will firft appear: It is Dot limited or con¬ 
fin’d to any Nation or Kingdom, but Perfonsout of all Ranks 
and Degrees, high or Tow, from the Moaarch to the meaoeft of 
States, may come ro be Subjr&j of this Kingdom and Do¬ 
minion. It is mot the Locality of the Place , or Diffe¬ 
rence of Degree, that cao* hinder the Combination and 
Entercourfe with the firft Born fiom the Dead, and 
with thofe that are in Joint-PofTtffion with him in his 
Kingdom.

Several inftaoces there are for it, both in Antieat Records 
and in prefem experience $ hence it is that St. Pool being ab- 
Pent, was prefent iu Spirit to the Corinthian beholding their 
Order. Nay,further when this Eftaic (ballcome to its high Mag¬ 
nitude, that the Etherial Body (hall penetrate through the 
©roller part, they may walk upon the Waters, or pala 
'"through the Doors, sad be of that fwift flight, as to out- 
run the Chariots and Horfcmen. But all of this wq oafs o- 
ver aa not knowing the time when this high dlvine M^»« 
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(ball be fct a work. For if the falfe and dark Magicians can 
do marvelous things out of their Centres, much more then 
may the Wonders be brought forth out of the ttue Origi¬ 
nal and Creating power, from the Abyffal Eternity. Which 
will have their time of Reviving again in this new modeli'd 
Reign, as God fhalj move in Nature, aud Creature in this 
ljft Period of time. 

$ XXXII. Now it remains further to be coofiuered, what 
are the Laws appertaining to this new modeli'd State 5 which 
will not Re alter the manner of the old Covenanr, written

It is au- 
fwered there will be a requiring of thefe thing*, but with a 
very different ule of them) as 10 the degenc^ato Life, they 
taketbeir pleafure and pride in the abufe of them, making 
them rs their Maramoa God : which our Lord does cautiodus, 
was ootto be allowed in a Redeemed Slate, wherein they were 
to take no thought for thefe things as the Gtutiht did5 * but 
absolutely to pin our Faith upon the All-lufficiency, who 
will give the Blelfing of increafe to fuels as (hall make them 
only as Steps, which they fee their foot upon, that they may 
with greater freedom be advancing to a higher Sphcar \ at 
having matters of greater ftonfequence to mind, which are the 
manifold. Affairs that appertain to the Government and King* 
jjo/n ofChriff j which iadeed is fo confiderable as will drink 
up their whole time, fo as they will have little leifure to 
roiad Trivial and Tranfitory things. Aad therefore 'tis not 
to be doubted, but fuch (hall have more than enough $(b that 
they (ha]{jv>t have only for their own ufe, but alfoas Stew- 
to , 4 '^ofe out of God’s Svdck and Store. For this 
.we have «at<-©oly private experience in manifold, tnffaoces 
hpreof,. .fpp/tfie Building upon this Pouddatloo of Faith, 
but alio caaqy.
